It was announced that the tickets 
will be divided between the two 
faculties in proportion to their re- 
spective registrations.

Kingston.— (CUP) —The Queen's 
University C.O.T.C. has just put in- 
to use a “blitz” course, to be ne- 
gotiated by third and fourth year 
men in order to condition them for 
the Officers’ Training Centres at 
Brockville and Gordon Head. The 
course is laid out in Leonard Field, 
a large vacant plot reserved for a 
future residence, and has been un- 
der construction for several weeks. 

The course is not yet completed, 
but already students have been ne- 
gotlating or not, as the case may 
be, such obstacles as are ready for 
use. Practically every afternoon 
“labour platoons” have been observ- 
ed marching over, their picks and 
shovels over their shoulders. The 
labourers have been largely re- 
cruited from final year students in 
Mining Engincering, who ‘thus gain 
practice at their chosen profession, 

The course begins with a deep 
ditch about three feet wide, meant 
to represent a foxhole, Three men 
are supposed to clamber down into 
this and then dash out and run up 
onto and along two poles, about two 
feet off the ground and 15 feet long. 
Then they run to a two-foot obstacle 
Which they are supposed to jump. 

A little more running and- they 
arrive at a device designed to be 
the equivalent of a row of old rub- 
ber tires. A wooden frame has been 
sunk into the ground. Some of the 
spaces in the frame are filled in 
with earth, while some have been 
excavated. The men really have to 
hop to avoid tripping as they place 
one leg into one hole and jump for 
the next. The result resembles. the 
hopping of a flea. 





COTC Blitz Course in 7 Min. 


Next on the menu is an eight- 
foot wooden wall, This is the de- 
vice that separates the sheep from 
the goats. Many were called but 
few were chosen, at least it was 
that way on the first occasion. Two 
corpulent individuals, one a mere 
private and the other a Heutenant, 
excited much amused comment as 
they vainly tried to reach the other 
side. It is permitted to have some- 
one give you a boost up, but two 
factors militated against it, For one, 
nobody wished to have a very mud- 
dy boot put in his-hand or on his 
back, The other was the shame of 
it all—having to be helped over. 

For those able to ford the “Jor- 
dan,” the next obstacle js a parapet 
with a broad ditch to be jumped. 
Following this is a horizontal bar, 
to be crawled along, hand over 
hand. Next comes a step ladder 
about 10 feet high. The man is sup- 
posed to run up this ladder and 
run down (or jump) the other side. 
Now there is only one more ob- 
Stacle—a ramp up which the stu- 
dent must run (puff, puff) and 
jump: down into: a ditch, out of 
which he crawls, if he has any 
strength. left... : 

The course is approximately 315 
yards long, and is supposed to be 
negotiated in a part of seven min- 
utes, The students will be in full 
battle order—that js, rifle and skele- 
ton web equipment, but no great- 
coat. Students are expected to nego- 
late the course twice in the one 
hour period. The course was laid 
out under the direction of Major 
Brown, who was loaned to the con- 
tingent as chief instructional officer.

“La Robe Rouge” is undoubtedly of itself a 
very good play, but, when performed by the 
capable company of actors which is putting on 
these plays at the Saint-Denis, it becomes truly 
excellent.

The light pack includes rifle, 
bayonet, canteen, meat can, cup, 
shaving kit, pup tent, raincoat,

Carrying my light pack: I weigh- 
ed 217% pounds, I weighea Yl 
pounds when I left home, so you 
can see how easy it is to gain 
weight in the army.

(a) That the faculty ask to with- 
draw’ at Christmas those students 
who, in the opinion of their instruc- 
tors, are not doing satisfactory 
work and are not likely to succeed. 
(b) That this ruling apply to'both 
men and women, 


(c) That instructors be asked to 
watch the progress of students in 
their classes and to report from time 
to time to the dean of the faculty 
the names of those whose work is 
unsatisfactory. By this means, the 
faculty will be assisted in estimat- 
ing the quality of students at the 
end of the term.

Time and the, mightiest ators of 





the free people of the world will 
bring to an end the reign of Nazi 
terror on the earth. Time will tell 
whether or not the. fall of “Hitler's 
New World Order” will herald in 
the “Order of a New World.” But 
Time will only tell that the mighty 
effort was in vain if we fall to plan 
the order of our new world now. It 
is not enough that we are blessed 
with such fine leaders as Churchill, 
as Roosevelt, and as Stalin, For just 
as the responsibility of winning the 
war must be shared by each and 
every one of us, so too must we 
bear the greater responsibility of 
winning the peace. Indeed, only we 
—the individual members of the 
fighting natlons—can win the peace. 

One of the great problems which 
is facing us is the very old one, the 
problem of adequately feeding 
humanity, And that problem is an 
especially vital one for Western 
Canadians, we prairie people whose 
staple industry is the production of 
food. 

+ & + 

There are, in round figures, 2000 
million people.in the world and 
2000 million cultivated acres of 
land. 

Approximately one acre of grain 
feeds one person for one year, but 
it takes three acres for one person 
for one year if the dict includes a 
fair amount of meat and dairy pro- 
ducts daily. : 

.it follows that, if 500,000,000 
people have a three-acre basis for 
food the other 1,500,000,000 people 
have only one third of an acre per 
person -for food, a starvation 
amount, ea 

Actually the amount of acreage 
per individual varies from ten or 
more acres for extravagantly fed 
people to less than half an acre for 
those on-a semi-starvation diet of 
potatoes, roots and. cereals. with 
some beans for protein, à 

Even if only 200,000,000 scat 
had a three-acre standard the re- 
maining 1,800,000,000 people would 
have to exist on a two-third acre 
standard, which is very low. 

In Western Canada, wheat is the 
most important crop. In 1941 West- 
ern Canadian wheat acreage was 
reduced by 22.4% or over six mil- 
lion acres. 

At present there are about 780 
million bushels of wheat in Canada, 
Canada consumes and uses for 
food, feed and seed about 135 mil- 
lion bushels annually, The amount 
available for export is some 650 
million bushels. And this is in 
spite of drastic acreage reduction 
and a poor crop in 1941, 

Canada could increase her cereal 
production considerably,. So could 
other countries, more especially the 
United States and Argentina, 

With available varieties and meth- 
ods the total increase possible would 
raise the average food standard of 
living of the World by about 20% 
This would alleviate, but by no 
means take care of the World food 
shortage as long.as even a few mil- 
lions of people had a three-acre 
standard, most of the-others would 
be better off than now. 

If, in the future, a humanitarian 
World policy of food distribution 
was worked out, the leashed agri- 
cultural capacity of Canada and 
other food exporting countries could 
immediately be thrown into full 
service, This, in addition to fur- 
nishing much needed food to the 
hungry millions of -Asia,- would 
stimulate research toward more 
efficient agricultural production 
which in turn could be expected to 
raise again. the total. amount of
